House approves t.v. 
coverage of hearing 


WASHINGTON

- 
The 
House voted today to allow live 
television coverage of the final 
stage of the Judiciary Committee’s 
debate and vote on impeachment of 
President Nixon. 


The action permits the committee 
to decide how it will let cameras 
record the panel’s historic debate, 
expected to start Wednesday. Most 
of the committee members have 
indicated they favor such coverage. 


Rep. John Rhodes, R-Ariz., House 
Republican leader, questioned Rep. 
Peter 
W. 
Rodino 
Jr., 
D-N.J., 
Judiciary 
Committee 
chairman, 
if the networks would be required to 
give continuous coverage of the 
debate rather than pick and choose 
sections. 


Rodino said the committee would 
have to consider a broad range of 
ground rules when it votes, possibly 
later today, on the question of 
opening the sessions to broadcast 
coverage.

settled 
a 
major 
antitrust 
suit 
against 
the 
corporation. 
Reinecke s lawyer, James E. Cox, 
indicated Reinecke might testify in 
his own defense. 
U.S. District Judge Barrington A. 
Parker dismissed a count based on 
questioning of Reinecke by Sen. 
Edward 
M. 
Kennedy, 
D-Mass., 
during the committee’s hearings on 
the nomination of Richard Klein- 
dienst as attorney general. 
Cox contended the questioning 
merely 
involved 
Reinecke’s 
“ impression” of what Mitchell’s 
knowledge may have been of the 
offer by ITT to help finance the 
convention if it were held in San 
Diego, Calif. 


Bitter fights rage 


in Cyprus long after 


cease-fire deadline

Bitter battles raged in and around 
Nicosia today long after passage of 
a 10 a m EDT cease-tire deadline 
agreed to by Greek and Turkey. 
U N . 
Secretary 
General 
Kurt 
Waldheim reported a Turkish air 
raid on Nicosia an hour and 15 
minutes after the truce deadline 
Radio reports said Turkish planes 
hit a Famagusta Hotel, killing at 
least 20 foreign tourists, and U PI 
correspondent Michael Keats said in 
a dispatch from Nicosia that the 
truce deadline came and went wih 
no sign of any relaxation in the 
fighting. 
Greek 
National 
Guard 
units, 
reinforced by troops from 11 Greek 
planes which slipped into embattled 
Nicosia during the night, kept up a 
steady pounding of the corridor, 
Keats said. Turkish troops were 
attempting to drive to the capital 
from the Kyrenia area where they 
landed reinforcements by air and 
sea today.

said 
no 
official orders on a cease-fire had 
been received as yet and that “ we 
will continue doing what we have 
been trying to do all along, to have 
the Greek and Turkish communities 
observe the last cease-fire,” he said.

Tiger of the Senate' 
Wayne Morse dies

Ore.

Former Sen 
Wayne Morse, one­ 
time “ Tiger of the Senate,” died 
today at 8:10 a m He was 73. 
A spokesman at Good Samaritan 
Hospital said Morse, who had been 
hospitalized since last Wednesday, 
slipped into a coma at 5:50 a m. and 
never regained consciousness 
Morse 
became 
ill 
while 
campaigning here to regain the seat 
he lost in 1968 to Bob Pack wood, who 
had 
cancelled 
his 
campaign 
engagements 
today 
because 
of 
Morse’s illness. 
Morse was first thought to have a 
cold 
and 
congestion 
but 
tests 
Thursday diagnosed a urinary tract 
infection. 
His physician had listed him as 
seriously 
ill 
and 
responding to 
antibiotics until Sunday when kidney 
failure put him on the critical list. 
Morse began his political career 
as a Republican, then angrily left 
that party in 1952 in a difference 
with Dwight Eisenhower over a 
choice of running mate and parts of 
the GOP platform. He went to the 
Senate in 1953 as an independent, 
and later joined the Democrats. 
Former Sen Paul Douglas, D-IU., 
said when Morse first arrived in 
Washington, he “ mounted his horse 
and rode off in all directions.” 
Morse’s stinging remarks hit at 
both 
political 
parties, 
five 
presidents, the news media and a 
wide array of other targets. 
He was among the first GOP 
leaders to urge Eisenhower to seek 
the presidency, then refused to 
support him after Ike won the 
nomination. 
In 1954 he helped elect Richard 
Neuberger 
as 
Oregon’s 
first 
Democratic senator in 40 years, but 
by 1958 they were engaged in one of 
the most bitter congressional feuds 
on record. 
Morse attacked the appointment 
of Clare Booth Luce as ambassador 
to Brazil. The tart-tongued Mrs. 


Luce announced publicly that her 
problems began when Morse was 
kicked in the head by a horse a few 
years earlier. The senator had been 
kicked and the blow broke his jaw 
Mrs. Luce won the confirmation 
from 
the Senate, 
but 
resigned 
without serving. 
Morse bucked the growing tide for 
John F. Kennedy in 1960 and ran in a 
number of primaries as an avowed 
standm for Adlai Stevenson. 


Judge throws out 


Ehrlichman count 


of conviction 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - U.S. 
District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell 
today threw out the conviction of 
John I) Ehrlichman on one of three 
perjury counts against him 
Gesell, 
in a brief order and 
accompanying memorandum, said 
that 
the 
statute 
under 
which 
Ehrlichman 
was 
charged 
and 
convicted —a federal law against 
lying to the FBI —“ was not properly 
invoked in this case.” 
He ordered the guilty verdict set 
aside and a “ verdict of acquittal set 
in its place.” 
Ehrlichman was convicted 10 days 
ago of perjury and one count of 
violating the civil rights of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist, Dr. Lewis 
F. Fielding, growing out of the 
break-in of Fielding’s office in 1971. 
The 
jury 
found 
Ehrlichman 
innocent of a fourth perjury count. 
The perjury count which Gesell 
threw out carried a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison and a 
fine of $10,000 
However, 
Gesell 
denied 
Ehr­ 
lichman’s post-trial motions for 
acquittal or a new trial on the other 
counts of which he was convicted 
July 12.

A Teamsters farm workers union 
strike of Del Mar Packing Co., west 
of Lompoc has apparently spread to 
Lompoc 
Cooling 
Co., 
critical

Bart Curto, union official, said 
workers at Lompoc Cooling located 
at Union Sugar Avenue and Highway

denied the contention and told the 
Record today that he expected his 
full crew of about 12 men at the 
normal beginning hour of 11 a.m. 


Asked to comment on this, Curto 
said “ We’ll see.” 
An estimated 60 farm workers 
were working in Del Mar lettuce and 
cabbage fields this morning. A union 
picket said he understood the men 
were from “ down south.” Curto 
confirmed this report. 
Curto also charged that some of 
the field workers were “ green 
card’ Mexican nationals. Curto was 
impassioned in his pleas for the 
position of the strikers. “ They’re 
fighting for their survival,” he said. 
Farm workers left the field a 
week ago to walk the picket line. 
Since that time, Del Mar has 
refused to make a statement setting 
forth their position.

Reagan dislikes 
consumer agency 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPIi - Gov Ronald Reagan 
sees a consumer protection agency being considered 
in Congress as a threat to American freedoms. 
He declared it was "one of the most dangerous 
things ever proposed,” at a 
news conference 
Saturday. 
Reagan declared the agency would create a whole 
new layer of bureaucracy. 
Such an agency, he said, would be able to get 
confidential 
information and trade secrets and 
possibly publish them 
Reagan characterized both the consumer agency 
and a federal land planning bill before Congress as a 
"threat to the freedom of all.” 
Asked if he was critical of President Nixon’s 
economic policies, Reagan said he believed the budget 
was too big, but added, "three-fourths or more is 
dictated by Congress.” 
"We must have a balanced budget,” he said "We 
won’t cure inflation until we do.” 
Reagan called for unity among Republicans and 
said he thought there was a need for those who 
disagree with the Democrats "to unite under some 
umbrella.” 
He said that public opinion polls show that millions 
of Democrats are, in effect, disenfranchised because 
they disagree with their leaders.

adultery,” Cate said. "This 
was

illegal means to achieve a 
supposedly 
laudatory 
purpose, 
the 
control 
of 
prostitution. But the ends 
never 
do 
justify 
the 
means.” 
Two civilian agents have 
spent $700 since June in the 
vice 
squad's 
campaign 
against 10 body painting 
studios 
in 
the 
area, 
confirmed 
police 
spokes­ 


man Tim Burgess. 
“ Our 
investigations 
indicate these body painting 
studios are basically houses 
of prostitution.” 
The agents receive no 
salaries but are paid for the 
bills they run up at the 
studios, Burgess said. 
Vice 
squad 
chief 
Sgt. 
Richard W. Ramon said the 
cost for an agent’s session 
at 
a 
studio, 
including 
prostitution, is $40 to $50. 
"At $50 a crack to get 
three cases on a girl, for 
about 90 girls, that is a ton 
of money,” Ramon said. 
A judge had advised the 
police that a civilian agent 
should make at least three 
visits 
to 
the 
studio 
prostitute before the case 
against her could stand up in 
court, spokesman Burgess 
said. 
Otherwise, 
the 
courts 
frown on the use of such 
agents, 
especially 
when 
they complete the sex act. 
"We do not like to have 
our civilian agents go all the 
way but it is a necessity,” 
Burgess said. "We don’t use 
policemen because we were 
told you can’t have naked 
policemen.”

National Organization for 
Reform of Marijuana Laws, 
more than 400,000 persons 
were arrested on marijuana 
charges 
during 
1973, 
an 
increase 
of 
more 
than 
100.000 over the previous 
year and 66.9 per cent of all 
drug arrests. 
The figure represented a 
43 per cent increase over 
1972, when 292,179 persons 
were arrested on marijuana 
charges. 


California led the country 
with 95,110 arrests last year, 
accounting for one out of 
every four felony arrests 
made in that state. 
Keith Stroup, director of

Karl becam e the seventh first-tim e winner on the tour in 1974. In 10 
previous attem pts this year in regular tournament events, Karl had failed 
four tim es to even qualify to start and on five other occasions he didn t 
survive the cut. 
In his only finish, he tied for 67th place in the Bob Hope Desert Classic to 
draw a check of $306.38.

announcement that newsprint prices 
have now increased to $245 per ton. 
To put this into perspective, we have 
seen this price rise from $160 per ton 
in the tim e that we have been in 
Lompoc 
To make m atters 
more 
complicated 
for the newspaper 
i n d u s t r y , 
m o s t 
newsprint suppliers 
have now put their 
custom ers on allot­ 
m ent and in most 
cases, the allotm ent 
granted stifles the 
ability to grow. 
So, with all other newspapers, we 
find ourselves with a situation of 
exhorbitant newsprint prices and a 
ceiling on how much newsprint we 
can have. 
Another blow faced the newspaper 
industry this week when the Finnish 
newsprint m anufacturers decided to 
discontinue shipm ents to the United 
States, estim ated to be 300,000 tons 
per year. 
Newsprint mills now in existence 


are going 24 hours per day and not 
meeting the problem of supply and 
demand. There are just so many 
machines. There are just so many 
hours in a single day. Several 
newsprint plants have been shut 
down 
due 
to 
e nvir onment al 
decisions and owners felt that it was 
not 
p r o f i t a b l e 
to 
c o n fo r m . 
I n d u s t r i a l i s t s 
i n t e r e s t e d 
in 
m anufacturing newsprint feel, at 
this tim e, that the investment is not 
worth the profit to be gained. It is 
suspected 
that 
when 
newsprint 
prices, like gasoline, get to where 
they want them, then, perhaps, new 
mills will be established. 


We realize that the mill costs have 
certainly gone up. But, so have 
n ew spaper 
production 
co sts. 
Aluminum plates, from which the 
page is printed, have risen to nearly 
$1 a plate from approxim ately 60 
cents a year ago, for example.
